The co uple bo arded a train , belo n g­

W ithin five min utes, so plain ­ 
tiff alleges, the train started to pull 
o uL Bo n d ran fro m the din in g ro o m, 
seized ho ld o f the han d ro ds o n o n e 
o f the co aches an d jumped o n the 
steps o f the train , while it was travel­ 
in g at a lo w rate o f speed. 
In stan tly the train po rter slammed 
the vestibule do o r o f the co ach o n 
which Bo n d was ridin g, thro win g him 
fro m the train an d un der the co ach. 
The vrheels o f the car passed o ver his 
left leg, crushin g an d in jurin g it so 
badly that amputatio n n ear the hip 
Jo in t was n ecessary. 
The o peratio n was perfo rmed, an d 
fo r a lo n g time afterward the plain ­ 
tiff was co n fin ed to 
S l Mary's ho spital 
a t Win field. 
Durin g the co urse o f 
his stay at the in stitutio n plain tiff 
was co mpelled to pay |7 6 fo r care an d 
n ursin g, while his physician s’ bills 
amo un ted to # 29 7 , wherefo re plain tiff 
prays judgmen t fo r the abo ve specified 
sums an d fo r # 15,000 fo r the in juries 
sustain ed.

Eiiro y, Wis., July 12.—Co n ducto r N. 
M. Riggs, arrested yesterday in co n ­ 
n ectio n with the murder o f Millie El­ 
liso n 
at 
Min n eapo lis, 
sho t himself 
early to day, dyin g in stan tly. 
Riggs, when arrested, asked to be 
taken to see bis v ife in the co un try. 
He return ed last n ight an d talked 
with man y frien ds. 
Sho rtly after midn ight Riggs asked 
permissio n to go to his ro o m in the 
ho tel. 
With an o fficer o utside, Riggs 
sho t himself in the temple. 
The crime fo r which Riggs was ar­ 
rested was peculiarly atro cio us. Miss 
Elliso n was a millin er at Ellswo rth, 
Wis., but bad so ld o ut an d had $3500 
with her. 
She was fo un d at the Natio n al ho 
tel in Min n eapo lis Tuesday aliern o o n 
with her head crushed, a hammer hav­ 
in g been used in in flictin g the in ju­ 
ries. 
The disco very o f the smo ke an d 
flames in the ho tel revealed the mur­ 
der. The wo man died while the flames 
were bein g extin guished. 
The upper 
pan o f the bo dy was terribly burn ed. 
A man who registered at the ho tel 
as “M. P. Wilso n , Milw'aukee,” later 
said to be Riggs, an d o ccupied a ro o m 
o ver that o f the w'o man ’s ro o m, w’as 
seen run n in g fro m the wo man ’s ro o m 
a few min utes befo re the fire was dis­ 
co vered. 
He in stan tly left the ho tel, 
carryin g two grips. 
The murdered w’o man arrived at the 
ho tel Mo n day mo rn in g, 
an d regis­ 
tered as “Mrs. Jo hn so n , Detro it.” 
A few ho urs later “Wilso n ” arrived 
an d was given a ro o m o n the third 
flo o r, directly 
abo ve 
the wo man 's 
head. 
So far as is kn o w'n , the co uple did 
n o t meet un til the crime was co m­ 
mitted. 
Miss Elliso n ’s father is a well-to - 
do farmer n ear Ellswo rth, Wis. Bo th 
father an d daughter bo re excellen t 
reputatio n s. 
A po st-mo rtem o n the bo dy sho ws 
n o eviden ce o f illegal relatio n s 
be­ 
tween the murdered wo man an d the 
murderer. 
Death was caused by 
blo w' o f the hammer o n the right tern 
pie an il behin d the left ear. 
Advices fro m Ellswo rth 
say tha 
Miss Elliso n left there fo r Min n eap­ 
o lis with 13500 to marry a railro ad 
co n ducto r, an d she expected to go to 
Washin gto n state to buy a farm.
